The  work  of  repairing  the  flood  damaged  property  was 
completed  during  April  of  this  year  and  the  total  cost  for  the 
541  properties  was  £18,817  13s.  lid.,  the  detailed  costs  are 
given  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

In  other  respects  the  work  has  been  of  a more  normal 
character  with  more  time  available  for  routine  work. 

There  were  changes  during  the  year  in  the  dairying 
industry,  the  control  of  the  production  side  passing  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  help  in  this  work,  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  and  Dr.  Ferguson  for  their  unfailing 
support  throughout  the  year.

Flood  Repair  Work. 

The  task  of  repairing  the  property  damaged  by  the  flood 
of  1947  was  completed  during  April  of  this  year,  just  over 
two  years  after  the  commencement  of  the  flood. 
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The  number  of  houses  repaired  was  537  and  of 
business  premises  4,  making  a total  of  541.  The  total  cost  of 
the  work  was  £18,81 7/13/1  Id.  But  for  the  Lord  Mayor  of 
London’s  Flood  Fund  the  majority  of  these  houses  would 
have  been  left  in  a defective,  if  not  a delapidated,  condition, 
so  the  money  spent  has  provided  good  housing  conditions  for 
a large  number  of  people.

Flooding. 

There  has  been  no  risk  of  flooding  during  the  year 
because  of  the  absence  of  continuous  heavy  rains.  The 
new  surface  water  drainage  works  in  Toll  Bar  have  so  far 
proved  their  value.

Property  Repairs. 

The  repairing  of  house  property  still  remains  a difficult 
problem,  prices  in  many  respects  are  still  rising  and  the  short- 
age of  labour  is  still  acute.  Nevertheless,  a great  deal  of  work 
has  been  carried  out.

This  work  was  recommenced  after  suspension  due  to 
the  floods.  The  shops  generally  were  found  to  be  in  a satis- 
factory condition.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply. 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis,  eleven  of  which  were  satisfactory  and  two  of  doubt- 
ful organic  purity.  The  chief  fault  in  these  waters  was  the 
hardness  which  varied  from  13  to  87  degrees.  The  public 
supply  has  been  good  and  constant  throughout  the  year. 

Twenty-two  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  test,  one 
was  unsatisfactory,  and  the  remainder  satisfactory.  The 
unsatisfactory  one  came  from  a borehole  which  served  one 
house. 

Privies  and  Pail  Closets. 

All  properties  within  reach  of  the  sewers  are 
connected.  One  privy  was  abolished  and  a water  closet 
connected  to  a cesspool  was  installed.  There  are  eight 
privies  and  twenty-five  pail  closets  all  out  of  reach  of  the 
sewers  according  to  the  survey  of  1949. 

Cleansing  of  Drains. 

The  arrangements  made  in  1942  for  cleansing  drains 
still  continue  and  are  working  satisfactorily  and  such  nuisances 
are  rapidly  abated. 

Verminous  Premises. 

Bugs  : Six  Council  houses  were  treated. 

Ants  : Seven  Council  houses  and  one  privately  owned 
house  were  treated. 

Blackclocks,  etc. — Seven  Council  houses  were  treated. 

One  tip  was  treated  for  cricket  with  very  good 
results. 

D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  have  been  in  general  use  for 
the  destruction  of  vermin  with  excellent  results.  Liquid 
D.D.T.  has  been  used  in  food  preparing  places,  slaughterhouses 
and  cowsheds,  in  an  effort  to  eliminate  flies  and  the  results 
have  been  very  satisfactory. 

Rodent  Control. 

This  work  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years 
with  very  good  results.  All  the  known  places  of  recurrent 
infestation  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  treated  when 
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necessary,  sites  have  been  cleared  completely  and  the  number 
of  bodies  found  was  lower  than  in  former  years.  A partial 
test  baiting  the  sewers  was  carried  out  but  not  one  bait  was 
touched.

Smoke  Observations. 

Thirty-one  observation  were  taken  of  a chimney  at  the 
Bentley  Colliery  which  is  a consistent  offender.  Records  of 
the  observations  have  been  sent  to  the  management  but  there 
is  no  change  for  the  better  yet.  I understand  that  long  term 
plans  are  in  hand  covering  the  whole  of  the  steam  raising 
plant,  but  that  nothing  is  intended  as  an  immediate  abatement 
of  the  nuisance. 

Burning  Colliery  Tip. 

The  refuse  heap  to  the  one  colliery  in  the  district  has 
been  a serious  nuisance,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  there 
was  some  improvement.  The  system  of  pumping  and  spray- 
ing water  has  been  extended  and  made  more  efficient,  and  if 
persevered  with  the  smoke  and  fumes  should  be  almost 
eliminated. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  six  sites  containing  thirteen  vans  which  are 
licensed  and  kept  in  conformity  with  the  Council’s  require- 
ments. There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  vans  staying  in  the  district  and  using  fields  without  essential 
sanitation  and  without  licences.  One  site  was  occupied  by 
over  forty  vans  and  tents  for  well  over  the  statutory  period, 
the  owner  was  prosecuted  and  fined  and  ordered  to  clear  the 
site  within  14  days. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Bone  Boiler  and  Blood  Drier  1

establishment  of  an  offensive  trade  during  the  year.

One  cowshed  and  one  dairy  were  formed  out  of  existing 
farm  buildings  and  a new  drainage  system  constructed  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year. 

On  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  control  of  the  production 
of  milk  passed  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
and  that  meant  that  inspection  and  supervision  of  cowsheds 
and  dairies  on  farms  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  local 
authorities.  In  my  view  this  is  a retrograde  step  as  I feel 
that  supervision  will  now  be  almost  non-existent,  and  that 
sampling  of  milk  for  bacterial  testing  will  be  the  only  means  of 
satisfying  ourselves  of  the  cleanliness  or  otherwise  of  the  milk 
produced.

Ice  Cream.

Early  in  the  year  what  has  been  described  as  the 
largest  post-war  ice  cream  making  plant  in  Europe  commenced 
operations  and  very  soon  was  turning  out  5,000  gallons  of 
ice  cream  daily.  Everything  in  use  is  of  the  latest  type  and 
design  and  the  layout  is  such  that  there  is  a continuous  flow 
in  the  process  with  the  least  obstruction  or  interference.  There 
is  also  a well-equipped  laboratory  for  the  control  of  cleanliness 
during  production  which  has  already  proved  its  worth  as  a 
prime  factor  in  producing  a bacteriologically  pure  ice  cream. 

Report  on  Ice  Cream  Samples. 

Grading  on  Methylene  Blue  Test : 

56  samples  in  Grade  1 — 72.7% 

9 samples  in  Grade  2 — 11.7%

These  samples  were  taken  from  all  parts  of  the  district 
and,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  samples  in  Grade  4,  the 
percentages  in  Grades  1 and  2 are  above  those  suggested  as 
being  reasonably  satisfactory  by  the  sub-committee  which  en- 
quired into  the  bacteriological  grading  of  ice  cream,  whilst  the 
figure  for  Grade  3 is  well  below  the  one  suggested.  The 
premises  of  all  retailers  are  thoroughly  inspected  before  being 
registered.

HOUSING. 


Housing  Act,  1936  - Overcrowding. 

Some  complaints  were  received  about  overcrowding, 


10  of  which  were  confirmed.  It  is  not  possible  to  help  such 
cases  unless  they  qualify  for  a house  under  the  Council's 
housing  scheme,  or  unless  they  come  within  the  hardship  clause 


at  the  Medical  Officer’s  discretion. 

Housing  Acts  1925 — 1936  - Clearance  Areas. 

Of  the  clearance  areas  put  in  hand  in  1937,  two  houses 
remain  and  one  is  still  occupied.  No  further  work  has  been 
done  in  this  respect  since  the  war  commenced.
